EXECUTIVE  REORGANIZATION  ORDER  5-72 


Executive  Reorganization  Order  Implementing  the  Department  of  Education 
Pursuant  to  the  Executive  Reorganization  Act  of  1971 


Under  the  Executive  Reorganization  Act  of  19  71  (Laws  of 
Montana,  1971,  Chapter  272),  the  Governor  is  authorized  to  sign 
executive  orders  implementing  the  various  chapters  of  the  Act. 

THEREFORE,  I,  FORREST  H.  ANDERSON,  Governor  of  the  State 
of  Montana,  pursuant  to  the  authority  invested  in  me,  order  that: 

1.  Chapter  5  (Sections  82A-501  through  82A-510)  of  the 
Executive  Reorganization  Act  of  19  71  providing  for  the  creation 

of  the  Department  of  Education  shall  be  effective  September  15,  1972. 

2.  From  and  after  September  15,  1972,  the  Department  and 
its  functions  shall  be  organized,  supervised,  administered,  and 
executed  pursuant  to  the  Executive  Reorganization  Act  of  1971,  the 
Constitution,  other  statutes  of  the  state,  and  the  reorganization 
plan  (dated  March  21,  19  72)  prepared  and  submitted  by  the  Task 

Force  for  the  Department  of  Education  and  the  State  Board  of  Education. 

3.  Pursuant  to  Section  82A-115,  R.C.M.  1947,  the  Montana 
Higher  Education  Facilities  Act  Commission,  administratively  created, 
is  allocated  to  the  Department  of  Education  for  administrative  pur- 
poses only  as  prescribed  in  Section  82A-108,  R.C.M.  1947. 

4.  This  executive  order  shall  not  affect  the  validity 

of  any  judicial  or  administrative  proceeding  pending  or  which  could 
have  been  commenced  before  the  date  of  the  order,  and  the  depart- 
ment or  unit  which  succeeds  to  the  functions  of  an  agency  trans- 
ferred or  retained  by  this  order  shall  be  substituted  as  a  party 
in  interest. 

5.  The  Department's  organization  charts  and  descriptions 
of  major  programs  are  appended  to  this  order.   However,  the  Secretary 
of  State  need  not  send  the  charts  and  descriptions  of  major  programs 
to  those  persons  named  in  Section  6  of  the  Executive  Reorganization 
Act  as  a  part  of  this  order.

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MAJOR  PROGRAMS 


Board  of  Education 


Description:   The  Board  of  Education  will  supervise  and  control  the 
Montana  University  System  and  the  School  for  the  Deaf  and  Blind; 
administer  high  school  vocational  education;  generally  control  post- 
secondary  vocational  technical  education;  generally  control  the 
system  of  junior  and  community  colleges;  and  exercise  general  super- 
visory control  over  district  and  high  schools.

Unit  Responsible :  Board  of  Education 

Vocational  Education  Advisory  Council 

Description:   This  program  will  include  activities  prescribed  by 
federal  regulations  as  conditions  for  the  receipt  of  federal  funds 
for  vocational  education.   The  activities  will  involve  advising  the 
State  Board  of  Education  on  the  development  of  the  state  plan  for 
vocational  education;  policy-making  in  the  administration  of  the  plan; 
evaluating  and  reporting  on  the  effectiveness  of  vocational  education 
programs;  and  submitting  an  annual  report  to  the  State  Board.

Unit  Responsible:   Vocational  Education  Advisory  Council 
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Junior  and  Community  College  Supervision 

Description:   This  program  will  supervise  the  organization  of  community 
college  districts  and  state  coordination  of  existing  community  colleges 
by  local  boards  of  trustees.   The  three  existing  community  colleges  are: 
Miles  City  Community  College,  Dawson  College  in  Glendive,  and  Flathead 
Valley  Community  College  in  Kalispell.

Unit  Responsible:   Community  College  Coordinator  and  local  boards  of 
trustees. 

University  System  -  Coordination 

Description:   This  program  will  perform  liaison  functions  between  the 
Board  of  Regents,  the  six  units  of  the  University  System,  various 
system-wide  committees,  and  other  state  and  federal  agencies.   It  will 
provide  a  central  clearing  house  for  various  intra-system  activities.

University  System  -  Student  Assistance 

Description:   This  program  will  provide  financial  assistance  to  students 

in  the  University  System  through  the  following:   War  Orphans  Scholarships, 

High  School  Honor  Scholor ships,  and  programs  of  the  Western  Interstate 

Commission  for  Higher  Education.

Unit  Responsible:   Office  of  the  Executive  Secretary 
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University  System  -  Higher  Education  Facilities 

Description:   This  program  will  administer  four  federal  grant  programs : 

the  Comprehensive  Facilities  Planning  Program;  Title  I  of  the  Higher 

Education  Facilities  Act  of  1963;  Title  VI  of  the  Higher  Education  Act 

of  1965;  and  the  Special  Opportunity  Grant.

Eastern  Montana  College 

Description:  This  unit  of  the  University  System  was  originally  de- 
signed to  train  teachers.  The  scope  of  the  College  has  been  broadened 
and  will  include  baccalaureate  and  masters  degrees  in  education  and 
baccalaureate  degrees  in  liberal  arts.

Montana  College  of  Mineral  Science  and  Technology 

Description:   This  unit  of  the  University  System  will  be  designed  pri- 
marily to  prepare  students  for  professional  service  in  mining,  metal- 
lurgy, geology,  petroleum,  and  geophysics.   In  addition  it  will  train 
students  in  chemistry  and  mathematics  and  provide  general  pre-profes- 
sional  studies  for  students  who  plan  to  specialize  in  other  professional 
fields.   The  Bureau  of  Mines  and  Geology  will  be  attached  to  this  unit 
and  will  carry  out  basic  research  in  this  scientific  area  and  make 
available  this  and  other  related  information  to  the  public  and  to  state, 
federal,  and  local  agencies.

Montana  State  University 

Description:   This  unit  was  originally  designated  as  the  state's 

agricultural  college.   It  has  developed,  however,  into  a  comprehensive, 

multi-purpose  institution  providing  education  programs  in  a  variety  of 

disciplines.

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Northern  Montana  College 

Description:  This  unit  of  the  University  System  was  originally  de- 
signed as  a  vocational- technical  school.   While  Northern  Montana 
College  still  has  major  emphasis  on  vocational-technical  education, 
it  has  broadened  its  program  scope  and  will  offer  various  degrees  in 
numerous  disciplines.

Description:  This  unit  of  the  University  System  will  provide  a  com- 
prehensive education  program  in  all  departments  of  science,  literature, 
arts,  and  professional  education.

Western  Montana  College 

Description:   This  unit  of  the  University  System  will  provide  bac- 
calaureate degrees  in  elementary  and  secondary  education  as  well  as 
advanced  professional  training  in  the  field  of  education.

Agricultural  Experiment  Station 

Description:   This  program  will  carry  out  comprehensive  research  on 

agriculture-related  problems  and  opportunities.   Ten  research  units 

and  two  laboratories,  located  in  and  jointly  administered  with  the 

five  academic  colleges  at  Montana  State  University,  will  make  up  this 

program.

Cooperative  Extension  Service 

Description:   This  program  of  Montana  State  University,  carried  out 
in  cooperation  with  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  and 
the  counties  of  the  state,  is  designed  primarily  to  disseminate  in- 
formation to  the  public.   The  information  is  provided  by  various  re- 
search organizations  and  other  sources  and  is  designed  to  improve 
agriculture  and  to  help  in  the  solution  of  farm,  home,  and  community 
problems.   The  program  will  be  carried  out  by  local  county  agents  and 
subject  matter  specialists — primarily  through  4-H  Clubs  and  Homemaker 
Extension  Clubs.   In  addition,  information  and  research  work  relating 
to  apiary  and  entomology  will  be  handled  through  the  Cooperative 
Extension  Service.

In  the 
interest  of  efficiency  and  effectiveness  of  operation,  the  duties  will 
be  delegated  back  to  the  Arts  Council  and  Library  Commission  by  the 
Board  of  Education  as  head  of  the  Department  of  Education.
